Pinus strobus (White Pine) — Long blue-green 
needles.

Lerix decidua (Larch) — Same general ap- 
pearance and shape as hemlocks and other ever- 
greens, but it is deciduous. Especially attractive 
in spring, when the new leaves come out. Price 
of trees 3 to 8 ft. tall, $0.40 per foot. 


Catalpa speciosa (Northern Catalpa) — White 
snowy ‘lowers in spring. Large heart-shaped 
leaves. Price of trees 5 to 10 ft. tall (up to about 
2 in. cal.), $0.10 per foot. Price of trees 2 to 3 
in. cal., $0.80 per inch. 


Ailanthus glandulosa (Tree of Heaven) — Ex- 
tremely fast grower. Grows almost anywhere. No 
pests or diseases.

Maclura pomifera (Osage Orange) — A 
tough, drought resistant tree, well suited to 
highway use.
